British Controller Looks to

Nov. IS.—John RoWrt 
riynr^'th# Rritlah Food Controller, 
ssdd to-day that the food ailuatton In 
Europe continues to be serious, necea- 
altatlng (grgtf ghipmenta until spring. 
He sold'that he confidently expected 
Canada and the United Rlatto to back 
up any British soctiAces which might 
be necessary In behalf of the needy 
peoples of Europe. 

Mr. Oynes remarked that the situa- 
tk>a hod been prevented from becoming 
critical only by the fact that a certain 
amount of wheat flour reaenre a bod 
aocnimulated In tbs Vhlled ICiiigdom. 
Ha continued: 

“We ore not yet sulllciently informed 
oa to conditions In tlie h 
enemy countries to announce ^ny de¬ 
finite policy. In the liberated countries 
we ore doing our best to gneet emer¬ 
gencies os they oiiae. but this natur¬ 
ally Involves on Increase tn what we 
previously hod eaUaiated to be the 
minimum amount of Imported food re¬ 
quired by the Alltaa from Canada, the 
United States and elsewhere.

Yestenlay the Allied fleets entered the Dardan¬ 
elles, the historic llcllespout across which passed 
the mighty army of Kerxes in its invasion of Greece 
ij^ the. fifth century before Christ, and which, a 
century and a half later, Alexander of Macedonia 
crossed in bis conquering progress to the East. It 
was across the Dardanelles that Leander swam to 
his love-lorn maid, according to classic mythology, 
a feat which the more substantial Lord Byron and 
not a few ethers duplicated in times no^go remote. 

This "is IHe' fifsT 'tlme M'^OiIHy years tkAt a navy 
flying the Gag of any of the Allies has passed up 
the Dardanelles. The last occasion was in 1878 
when Turkey was reeling under the powerful paw 
of the Russian bear. Russia had reached the fa- 
moua Tehataldjrlines and once those fortifleations 
were forced Constantinople would be open to her. 
Great Britain and France, however, were eom- 
HiiRed to the protection of Turkey, thereby 
“placing their money on the wrong horse,” as Lord 
Salisbuiy afterwards admitted and pursuing a pol¬ 
icy since shown to have been a fearful blunder, and 
threatened to intervene against Russia if she per¬ 
sisted in her advance to the Bosphorus. As a token 
ef their determination the British Beet under Ad¬ 
miral Hornby who, some years before, bad served in 
British Columbia waters, entered the Dardanelles 
and crossed the Sea of Marmora to the Bosphorus.

Fifty years before that a British fleet 
under Sir John Duckworth was instructed by Lord 
a Collingwood to “provide for the British Ambassa¬ 
dor's safety and dictate conditions to Turkey under 
the walls of Constantinople.” The fleet undertook 
the perilons mission and after easily aileneing the 
forta at the entrance to the strait bad no difficulty 
in gaining the Sea of Marmora and reaching Con- 
itantinople; there were no mines and torpedoes in 
those days. But as events showed, the Turk was 
. playing a deep game, and it is snspected tkat it was 
in aeeordznre with his design that tb« hostila fleet 
was able to penetrate the passage so easily. Sir 
John Duckworth was -delayed at Constantinople 
for'thriT weeks by a.seless discussion and during 
that period the Turks worked night and day in 
fortifying the passage. The British fleet had to 
fight desperately along the whole length of the 
■trait to get back to tbe Mediterranean but finally 
did so without the loss of a ship. 

How near the^Allied fleets came to repeating 
Admiral Duckworth’s aebievemeut early in 1915 
is now common knowledge. In their last bombard¬ 
ment, in which more than thirty vessels partici¬ 
pated, they had actually silenced Dardanaos, KTIicl 
Behr and (Ithnak, the most formidable of tbe hoa- 
tile forts, and tbe enemy bad only thirteen armor- 
piercing shells left in his arsenal. General von 
Sanders, the enemy commander-in-chief, had made 
all arrangements for evacuating the straita early 
next day. His own special train with the personal 
effects of himself and staff was in readinesa All 
the archives had beep removed from Constantinople 
across the Bosphorus and the Sultan and his nu¬ 
merous family were read}' to leave. Unfortunately, 
the Allies did not return tbe next morning. They 
kad lost five or siXTeaaelaEnil were not aware of 
the eritieal condition of their foe. If they only had 
known the whole face^of the war would have been 
chaiigol at that time.
